The *‘Nun of Ken- 
mare” is a little lady, apparently beyond meridian 
of life, somewhat inclined to flesh, with an expres- 
sive face, intelligent brown eyes and a pronounced, 
well-proportioned nose, indicating considerable 
mental power. She wore a pair of heavy 


steel-rimmed spectacles, and was clad inthe dress 
of her order, consisting of a black gown with a hood 
of the same material trimmed with white lace that 
covered her head, leaving exposed only her gentie 
and refined face with its soft brown eyes. On the 
front of her gown were embroidered, in white, the 
insignia of her order, a dove with anolive branch 
surmounted by a cross, the whole surmounted by 
the device:‘*Et in terra pax hominibus bonae velun- 
tatis..".

MERE GOSSIP. 


All Rumors as to the President- 
Elect’s Cabinet. 


When Governor Cleveland Will Resign— 
New Year’s Day the Probable Date—In- 
teresting Precedents. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBaNnY, November 16.—As long as the President 
elect remains Governor of New York, all, rumors 
about his Cabinet will be mere idle gossip. His of- 
ficial duties will fully occupy his time here, and it is 
not his habit to cross a stream befose he gets to it, 
or to declare his intentions until the time for action 
comes. While both the Governor and his private 
secretary, Colonel Lamont, are always accessible to 
newspaper men, and courteous in their treatment 
of correspondents, it was discovered soon after Mr. 
Cleveland came to the capital that his administra- 
tion kept official secrets with remarkable success, 
Few of his appointments and important acts have 
been predicted in advance of the public announce- 
ment from the executive chamber. Many nomina- 
tions have been so much of a surprise that immedi- 
ately after their presentation to the Senate, senators 
have hurried ‘round the circle, asking “who is the 
man,” and “what has become of—” (the favorite 
candidate.) Governor Cleveland keeps his own 
counsels well, He moves continuous- 
ly- and deliberately, but when the de 
cision is once made, it is quickly 
declared, and generally meets public approval. In 
selecting the men who, as Cabinct officers, are to 
shape his administration at Washington and be- 
come his personal advisers, he will adopt the same 
course. It can be said the subject has not yet re- 
ceived any serious thought from him, and will not 
until he lays down the gubernatorial office. Cabi- 
net makers, in preparing their States, should also 
bear in mind that Governor Cleveland has a fond- 
ness for men of ability, efficiency and honesty, who 
are not active seekers for places. The Cabinet, ac- 
cordingly, is likely to be a genuine surprise to the 
country. It is not positively known when Mr. 
Cleveland will resign the governorship. 
In the best informed circles, it is believed 
that he will retire before the Ist of January. There 
are several strong reasons forthis. It is eminently 
proper that Lieutenant Governor Hill should be at 
the head of the State Department when the Legisla- 
ture, meets so that he can pass on the work of the 
entire session, and Governor Cleveland will needa 
relief from official duties for rest and preparation 
for his task at Washington. If he gives up his pres- 
ent office before New Year, he will not only be re- 
lieved from the arduous work of preparing the an- 
nual message to the Legislature, but will give his 
successor an opportunity to present his views on the 
exigent questions in State affairs. A new Governor 
always writes e message on his inauguration,and Mr. 
Hill will be essentially a new Governor, although his 
term will be for only one year. The resignation uf 
a Governor in the history of the State is more than 
half a century since a Lieutenant Governor has 
assumed the office of Governor under the provisions 
of the Constitution. The iast instance was on March 
12, 1529, when Gov. Martin Van Buren resigned and 
became President, Andrew Jackson, Seetretary of 
State, and Lieut. Governor Enos T. Thorp succeeded 
to his position. There are only two other instances 
of the State. Lieutenant Governor Joln Taylor 
succeeded Governor Tompkins in 1817, and Lieuten- 
ant Governor Nathaniel Pitcher took Governor De- 
witt Clinton’s place in 1828. Itis so long since such 
@ change bas occurred that no precedents are rec- 
ognized. Ithas been suggested that it might be 
appropriate for Governor Cleveland to make his 
resignation take effect at noon on the Ist of January 
and that the customary inauguration ceremonies be 
held at that time in the Senate chamber, Lieutenant 
Governor Hill taking the oath of office aad Governor 
Cleveland welcoming his successor.

THE HOCKING VALLEY STRIKERS. 


New York Labor Unions Take Action for 
Their Relief. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor, November 17.—At a meeting of the 
Central Labor Union yesterday afternoon a com. 
munication was received from Samuel E. Davis, the 
secretary of the Miners’ Relief Committee of the 
Hocking Valley strikers, countersigned by Mr. ©.’ 
Evans, president of the Ohio Miners’ Amalgamated 
Association, dated at New Straitsville, Ohio, in an- 
swer to an inquiry how aid was distributed to the 
miners. Mr. Davis writes that on Wednesday a 
number of the five sub-committees met with a gev- 
eral committee at New Straitsville and distributed 
75 cents’ worth of clothing, food, etc., to each fam- 
ily. The number of persons to be so aided is 5,000. 
No money is distributed to anybody. All money re- 
ceived by the committee is used to purchase provis- 
fons and clothing. The men are not strikers, but 
have been locked out because or eee to accept 
a reduction of 20 cents per ton, which is equal to 
centsaday. The nt rates are 70 cents a ton. 
The average out a day is three tons, which, 
by the uction, ‘is reduced to $1.0, 
out of which must come wder, oiling, smithi 
and tools. The actual working time is only ha 
time, which reduces ngs to 75 cents aday. The 
miners claim thet they should only work half time 
at such a trade, as it them off fast. They have 
been locked six months, and are willing to stay out 
sixteen months more rather than sign the ironclad 
oath demanded of them. The coal corporation can 
afford to pay the regular prices, as the other com- 
panies are doing so. The corporation has publicly 
deciared that it believes the Knights of Labor are at 
the bottom of trouble ane that they must de- 
stroy that organization. pon this communication 
the Central Labor Union instructed the secretary to 
ask the various papers to open subscription lists in 
aid of the Hocking Valley miners. They headed 
the list with a $50 subscription, ana asked ail or- 
ganized aud unorganized shops to send their con- 
tributions through the newspapers. The Cigar- 
Makers’ Progressive Union No.1 announ that 
they have printed lists to be sent to ali the unions.

The Convention. 
The convention hall was tastefully decorated with 
bunting gracefully festooned about the galleries, 
which were indeed further beautified by the pretty 
toilets ana prettier faces of the mahy ladies who 
graced the convention with their presence. On the 


chairman's table two horn vases held bou- 
quets of flowers. Cactus plants and aloes 
graced the platform below, while above 
the northern pine was seen 


stretched across the gallery. The acoustic proper- 
ties of the hall were DB genes The speakers at the 
further end of the hall could be heard clearly at 
the press tables. The press arrangements, however, 
were not good. Banners with the names of the 
differeut States and Territories were scattered about 
as railying points for the different delegations. 
Seated upon thes after the proceedings had 
passed the entry of Mayor Ewing and the Gov- 
ernor, were Gen, Sherman. Gov. Fletcher, Gen. Cur- 
tis, Dr. Betts, Hon. John Hogan and a 
number of other well-known 65t. Louisans. 
At least 2,500 people gathered in the Exposition 
Halli to witness the opening of the first annual con- 
vention of the cattle yrowers. The band played, 
and amidst vociferous applause at 11 a. m. Col. R. 
D. Hunter of St. Louis rapped the gathering to or- 
der with the horn gavel prepared for the occasion, 
and introduced Maj. C. Rainwater as tem po- 
rary chairman. Thomas Sturgis of Wyoming was 
nominated as tempora secretary and Gen. 
Curtis of New York as assistant secretary. 
After some debate in which several gentlemen 
took part, it was resolved that the different delega- 
tions from each State and Territory select from 
their own bodies the members of the two commit- 
tees, one of these committees to be the Committee 
on Credentials and Basis of Representation, and 
another a Committee on Permanent Organization. 
At this point a motion was made to appoint aiso a 
Committee on Resolutions, buta number of deie- 
gates who had voted for the first resolution to ap- 
point committeemen for States and Territories under 
a misapprehension here moved a reconsidera'ion of 
the resolution for the —— of moving to appoint 
the committees by the delegates from the different 
stock associations; and not from the States. 
Judge W. T. Thornton of Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
spoke to the motion to reconsider. e asked that 
the committees be so formed\hat they would rep- 
resent both the States and the capital and stock 
represented. Judge Thornton was followed by a 
number of § gentlemen wi took differ- 
ent sides on the motion to reconsider. 
The debate grew in interest as it proceeded, and 
brought out some evideuces of feeling.

“What class of diseases are you in the greatest 
danger from?” 

“Pleuro-pneumonia, mainly, and some foot and 
mouth disease, although there is very little of 
this at present,” 

“What about the homestead laws?” 
“We don't want to interfere at ail with the home- 


stead. We want them to remain just as 
they are, without change. Let them 
alone. Eastern people have an idea 


that the lands now occupied for grazing purposes 
will be taken up in time for agricultural purposes 
as the settlements move westward. ‘his is a great 
mistake. In my opinion the iands are fit for noth- 
ing but grazing and can never be used as farms. 
We are willing that Eastern people shouid take up 
just as many homesteads as they please. No mat- 
ter if they settle right at our doors 
on iand we are occupying, they cannot 
hold them, because they will starve to death ia the 
meanwhile, The homestead iaw shouid not be 
touched, but should remain as it is, and the whole 
matter will be reguiated by the circums@anves of tie 
case.. There is one thing, Loweuer which should be 
done. The Government should iease the public 
lands to the cattle men ata nominai rental. In this 
way the Government could realize an immense sum 
from them and the cattie-growers would nave all of 
the protection they want.”

Mr. Bancroft. who is with Captain Pim, said that 
one of the first things his company thought 
of trying was the shipment of frozen dressed beef 
to England by the Hudson Bay route. 
Large refrigerators would be constructed in the 
yrincipai English ports to receive the beef. Judge 
McCrary, ex-Secretary of War, has placed a spevial 
car onthe Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe at tue 
disposal of the party, and after the convention 
Captain Pim will be taken to Trinidad, Coiorado, 
first, and afterwards to the Northern ranges.

Democratic office-seckers and Republican 
office-holders are taking a deep interest in spec- 
ulatfve discussions of CLEVELAND'S policy and 
purpose with reference to removals from office. 
His course as Mayor of Buffalo and Governor 
of New York, together with the pledges of the 
Democratic platform and of his letter of ac- 
ceptance, foreshadow his views and intentions 
in that respect with sufficient distinctness to 
answer all questions on the subject. 
His personal record in oifice is that of a practi- 
cal] civil service reformer. IYot only is he pledged 
tosustain the provisions of the Pendleton law and 
to enforce it with such executive rules and reg- 
ulations as may best promote its objects, but it 
is his boast that he has voluntarily carried out 
the spirit and purpose thereof in his State ad- 
ministration, to which that law did not 
apply. He found all the departments at Al- 
bany full of Republican clerks, and, while he 
left the responsible heads of those departments 
free to select their own confidential subordi- 
nates, he urged them todo so with great care, 
but not to remove any competent and faithful 
clerk on account of his politics. It is his boast 
that he has not discharged any faithful em- 
ploye from the Executive Department for po- 
litical reasons, and that many of Governor 
CORNELL’s personal followers are still in the 
service of the State. 
There is no reason for supposing that his 
course will be different in the White House. 
He has never shown himself wanting in rock- 
ribbed firmness when called on to resist the 
pressure of mere office-seekers. He will put 
the control of the departments and bureaus in re- 


sponsible Democratic hands, and leave the heads 


thereof to select their own confidential 


and more important subordinates as the civil ser- 


vice laws and rules now permit. But there will 
be no removals of mere clerks for political rea- 
sons, except in the case of those who have paid 
more attention to campaign work than to 
official duties, and even in such cases the va- 
cancies will be filled by requisitions on the 
Board of Civil Service Commissioners. 

The laws and regulations upon which civil 
service reformers rely do not hamper the power 
of removal and appointment so as to obstruct 
in the least degree a thorough reform of the 
service. In effecting such reform the new ad- 
ministration will need the aid of competent and 
faithful clerks whose familiarity with past 
transactions will contribute much to the detec- 
tion of past frauds and the correction of 
crooked methods. There will be no sweeping 
change of Government employes. But there 
will be enough changes to constitute quite a 
feast for Democrats who have never had a 
taste in the last twenty-four years.

One-third of the 
next Senate will be new. That is to say. twenty-five 
of the members are to be elected, and are to hold 
their seats until 1891.
